MORE DEBT 
A point not to be over-looked in the en- 
thusiasm over the spending or the making of the 


improvements, is that spending the sinking fund 
is just an easy way of pushing the city back 
farther into debt. 


The sinking fund money is not found money, 
or money donated to the city by bond-holders 
in token of their gratitude because the city has 


undertaken to pay every cent due in the future. 
It is money paid into the fund in years past by 
the taxpayers, for the purpose of retiring bonds 
as these fall due, 

Instead of using the money for that purpose, 
council is to divert three millions of it to the 
making of capital improvements. This three 
millions the taxpayers will have to pay over 
again, with interest. The city’s net debt now 
stands at 26 millions of dollars. It will be 29 
millions when the three millions have been 
spent 

The same result would be produced if the 
three millions were used to pay off maturing 
bonds, as was intended, and new money bor- 
rowed at the same rates to make the planned 
improvements. That round-about course would 
be preferable, for the new borrowing could not 
be done without the taxpayers’ consent. But 
unless it could borrow from the Dominon there 
is not much chance that the city could borrow 
the amount at the present time, at any rates. 

The improvements to be made with this 
sinking fund money will not be monuments to 
Mr. Fortin’s benevolence. They will be remind- 
ers of a three million dollar increase in the city’s 
debt, for the privilege of making which council 
accepted the debt-extension ar le

For the person doing hard work who is in 
good health, I strongly recommend the genuine 
whole wheat bread, which is 
prepared from the entire 
grain. This type of bread may 
be labeled in various ways, 
and may be called “100 per 
cent whole wheat bread”, “en- 
tire whole wheat”, etc. 

When buying your bread, 
look closely at the label and 

: you will be able to select the 
Dr. F. McCoy kind which I recommend, 
made from the whole grain. This means that the 
bran, the minerals and the vitamins which Na- 
ture put into the grain have ben left in it 

A loaf baked from the real whole wheat 
flour has a deliciously satisfying flavor which 
is different from that of any other kind of bread. 
When you are eating it, you are getting an hon- 
est food in a form which has proved entirely 
satisfactory in feeding human beings 

As a rule, a loaf of whole wheat bread is of 
a dark, rich brown color, but the color of the 
loaf will vary depending upon whether light or 
dark wheat was used and you can not there- 
fore be guided entirely by the-color. 

In using the entire wheat bread it is advis- 
able correctly ‘to combine it with other foods in 
order to get the greatest amount of good from 
this valuable food. As bread is a starch, it com- 
bines well with non-starchy vegetables and one 
excellent way to use it is to take it for lunch 
with one or more cooked vegetables and one or 
more of the raw variety. For example, here is a 
splendid lunch: whole wheat bread with but- 
ter, cooked string beans, and raw celery. 

You who must pack lunches everyday will be 


glad to know that entire wheat bread may be 
used for sandwiches. When you are ready to 
pack the next lunch, go out in the kitchen, get
